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HERE has been recently considerable corre- 
spondence in the technical Press concerning the 
relative merits of official and private architects. 
We recently deak with this matter so far as it 
concerns a fair division of work carried out at public 
cost, and we gave it as our opinion that a tendency to 
reduce the field of private practice should be checked 
so far as consistent with the public interest. This is 
largely a matter of opinion, on which others are entitled 
to hold a contrary view, but the issue is clear cut, and 


is not liable to much misunderstanding. 

Some confusion has been introduced into the question, 
however, by an attempt to consider the official architect 
and the salaried architect as being much the same, 
and the difference of opinion is thus made to appear as 
touching the interests of every qualified architect who 
lives upon a@ salary. It is quite correct to state that 
the profession is composed of men who make a living 
by receiving fees based upon their work and services, 
and of others who rely upon a yearly salary. To 
treat these two classes of architect as two distinct 
parties with entirely dissimilar interests is, however, 
not only incorrect but mischievous. We use the latter 
term advisedly, because it has been suggested that 
because a large majority of Institute members are 
remunerated by salary and because so many members of 
Council and Committees are remunerated by professional 
fees, a grave and undemocratic injustice is being done 
to the salaried class—suggestions which are not in 
accordance with the facts. 


The fact is that the so-called salaried class is no single 
class at all, but is made up of a number of subsidiary 
classes. There are quite a large number of architects 
engaged by Government Departments and Local 
Authorities, and receiving salaries met out of the public 
purse. There are a number of others engaged by 
commercial firms and corporations, and paid salaries 
out of the profits of such-firms. Then there is the largest 
group of all, comprising young architectural assistants, 
and some middle-aged and elderly ones, who are paid 
their salaries by practising architects. All of these 
have some interests in common, viz., that architectural 
skill should be adequately paid for and efficiently 
exercised. These interests are not peculiar to the 
salaried architect, but are shared by all competent 
men. Beyond these general and admirable common 
interests, there appears to be nothing to bind together 
all salaried men into a political party. The official 
architect has no incentive to fight for the establishment 
architect of business houses, neither have the latter 
anything to gain by supporting the former. The 
salaried assistant, generally aiming to become his own 
master, has certainly nothing to gain by supporting 
either of them against the private practitioner. 

Thus we arrive at a state of affairs very different in 
complexion from that implied by much of the corre- 
spondence that has passed. So far as official architecture 
is concerned we have no figures available, but we 
believe we are right in saying that these members of 


the Institute a minority of the membership. 
In stating this, ver, we do not wish to imply that 
that can or should be ignored, and its interests 


treated as of no account. No Institute could with 
impunity accept an annual subscription from a body of 
members who were treated as outsiders. The points 
at issue, therefore, are: first, what are the rcal interests 
of the official architect members, and, secondly, in what 
way do these interests clash with those of the majority ?

We do not understand how the interests of the individual 
official architect are prejudiced by putting a limit u 
the extension of official activities. The indivi 
must be keenly concerned with his individual on 
but he can have no interests in the creation of additional 
official architects, for that is what extension means. We 
feel that, if the official architects would ise that 
rio architect seeks to dispossess the officials of their 
jobs and livings, and would realise that there is no point 
in further multiplying the system, the entire grievance 
vanishes in thin air. 


So far as salaried architects to business houses are 
concerned, this is merely another way of making a living 
out of architecture. Such architects must command a 
salary commensurate with their services, or the business 
houses will inevitably become ill-served. In that case, 
as business houses, they would no doubt consider that 
they were getting poor value and would revert to the 
private practitioner for advice. The system seems quite 
self-adjusting and need cause no alarm to the private 
architect. * 


Regarding the salaried assistant, the issue is even 
more clear. If he is to realise his ambition and attain 
the status of a private architect, he must do all in his 
power to improve the conditions of private practice. 
Besides giving full and conscientious service and personal 
interest to his chief, he must see that his demands as 
to salary and working hours do not constitute a heavier 
tax upon the practice than it can profitably bear. He 
must see that the practising architects are not more 
and more forced to the wall for the want of a living. 


To sum up: we find that if we number the practising 
architects who are members of the Institute, and add 
to that number those of the salaried assistants whose 
interests are identical with these, we shall find a large 
majority who are interested in extending by every 
legitimate means the field of private practice. It is 
therefore right that this majority should be represented 
by a majority in Council, and natural that the repre- 
sentatives on Council should be mostly senior men of 
experience in practice. The existing state of affairs 
thus seems essentially democratic in this respect. 

If we are wrong in these contentions, and if we are 
entering a period during which architects will become 
more and more remunerated by means of salary and the 
existing salaried members have thus a real common 
interest, then surely they have the remedy in their 
own hands by reason of their majority. 


That is the of the vote, and one which we 
feel sure would be operated if there were indeed any 
real grievance to be rectified. But the case for a change 
of view is very far from having been made out. Person- 
ally, we should view with alarm the approach of any 
system which put a handicap upon free individual 
enterprise, which has been the chief i ea to advance- 
ment. It would be an unfortunate state of affairs 
if the great bulk of architects were given the limited 
ambition which salaried services frequently io cee ; 
and we shall continue to the

We trust that attempts will not be made to cleave 
the membership of the Institute into two 


antagonistic 
groups, and that all will co-operate to promote fine 
architecture under proper working conditions. 
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that is to say, an area in which no 
excavations that are likely to endanger 
the foundations of the Cathedral shall 
be allowed—becomes effective. The 
shallow nature of the Cathedral’s 
foundations has long been a source of 
serious anxiety to those responsible 
for the safety of the structure, and the 
fact that they rest upon a subsoil 
that would quickly become unstable 
if the water that passesthrough it were 
to be drawn off or diverted by 
excavations, has added considerably 
to that anxiety.

Architects 
and others have made continuous 
appeals for the preservation of the 
natural and architectural beauties of 
the country, and we are glad to think 
that the public conscience has in some 
measure been stirred, but much remains 
to be done. The housing needs of 
the country generally have absorbed 
thousands of acres of land, which 
have been laid out sometimes by 
architects and more often by speculators, 
and the results have varied accord- 
ingly. Under competent architectural 
control in such work, we have little 
doubt that the attractive features of 
these estates would be protected. 
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Development Act, which

ment Act. month, is not likely to be 
considered seriously by 

local authorities until committees eet 
again after the holidays.

experts into its operations. 
PEP (Political and Economic Planning) 
is of opinion that it is likely to prove 
ineffective, as it follows in its main 
lines the principles which have stulti- 
fied all recent efforts at the sane 
development of town and country. 
The opinion expressed is that we make 
the worst of both worlds by going on 
pretending that the private landowner 
is free to develop his as he pleases, 
and, on the other hand, hedging him 
round with countless restrictions. If, 
as is undoubtedly the case, public 
opinion is not prepared to tolerate the 
mess caused by many thousands of 
little freeholders building just anyhow 
along the highways or across the land- 
scape, we must face the implications 
and find some alternative agency of 
development which the community 
can trust. Immediately the choice 
seems to lie between stimulating the 
creation of large new units of land- 
ownership, either by pooling existing 
private estates under some corporate 
body, or the formation of new corporate 
bodies to purchase land on the models 
of the National-Trust, Letchworth and 
Welwyn, or the extension of State, 
public concern, or local authority 
ownership with a view to planned 
development. Another criticism refers 
to the refusal to pool all betterment 
resulting from public expenditure and 
to offset it against the cost of far- 
sighted development. A third criti- 
cism concerns the making and operating 
of roads and other public equipment 
without a clearly thought-out and well- 
executed plan for the uses which they 
are to serve. A highway laid down at 
great expense for arterial traffic is 
allowed to become a factory service 
route or the main street of a new 
housing estate, with the result that it 
is dangerous and unsuitable both for 
its old and its new functions. A 
neighbourhood whose value and func- 
tion are residential is allowed to become 
an overflow area for offices or factories. 
A veto on development, urless 
ministered according to a known and 
sound plan, and unless accompanie( by 
active stimulation of development 
where it is desirable, may do more 
harm than good.

LXXVIH.—UNEMPLOYMENT AND 
PUBLIC WORKS. 

‘That greater courage should be shown in 
initiating a programme of public works to 
absorb the unemployed.” 

Sme,—Unemployment on the present scale 
presents a problem of such magnitude that, 
as related to our economic and social system, 
there appears to be nobody who can see it as 
a whole. ‘“‘ Positive ’’ is no exception, and, 
in my opinion, he does not make any sub- 
stantial contribution to its solution. In 
asking for ‘‘a national survey from which 
could be compiled a list of works which could 
be desirably carried out with little more than 
a labour Bill, and of a type which would 
not trespass upon the field of private enter- 
prise when conditions released this stimulus,”’ 
he does not a to have realised the mag- 
nitude of such an andertaking, and the im- 
possibility of financing it without something 
in the nature of a revolutionary change in our 
monetary system. To put two million people 
back into employment would involve a yearly 
wage bill of certainly not less than 
£400,000,000. We may disregard the pur- 
chase of materials, for their production would 
lessen unemployment. Keeping in mind the 
need for planning, organisation, direction and 
supervision, we could not set against this 
figure the whole of the present cost of re- 
leving unemployment, there is transport 
also to take into account. Probably we 
should also have to find money, for at least 
the interest on huge capital sums spent on 
land purchase, until some of the schemes 
became self-supporting. 

A remark was quoted in 7’he Builder for 
July 19 (page 94) in relation to public works, 
that ‘ This country is a great estate, and 
it is in the interests of the community 
to develop and make it efficient.’”” It was 
also stated that : “‘ It is useful to be reminded 
that, although public works may result in 
heavy taxation, we do derive considerable 
advantages from them.’’ Here, surely, we 
have the test that should be applied to all 
proposals like to those put forward by 
“ Positive.”’ Can it be said that the contem- 
plated improvements are of such a nature as 
to add a value to the “ estate’’ commen- 
surate with their cost? It was doubtless 
something of this sort that our leading states- 
men had in mind when it was said that money 
could be found for any well-considered pro- 
gramme of public works. What it amounts 
to is that the holders of money will lend it 
readily, and in almost unlimited quantity, if 
they are confident that it will be profitably 
employed. But not even Governments can 
borrow huge sums of money in a market lack- 
ing confidence, and there are limits to the 
sums that can be obtained by taxation. 

The real problem, however, goes much 
deeper, We depend for the greater part of 
our food and for much raw material on im- 
ports, which we buy with our exports. We 
are now told that any considerable increase 
in our home production of food would injure 
our export trade. That is to say, if we put 
one unem Be re man on the land, we shall 

e compelled to balance accounts by with- 
drawing one employed man from the coal-pit. 
id we are further, in effect, told that if we 
halve the number of hours, and so double the 
number of men employed in getting coal, we 
shall still be able to buy only so many tons 
ot meat with so many tons of coal raised. 
Nor is that the end of it, for if we adhere to 
the number of hours worked per man, double 
the number of men employed, and so double 
our total — we still be no better 
On, lor we only be able to export as 
Much as at present.

All experienced readers know 
the class of men referred to, who are the last 
to be engaged and the first to be di 

To some extent this may be said of similar 
men belonging to other trades. These men 
would be expensive to employ on pick and 
shovel work. A collier or a trained builder's 
labourer will cut out without undue exertion 
two to three yards of soil while an untrained 
but willing man, normally employed in a 
lighter occupation, is exhausting himself in 
cutting one. This indicates one of the diffi- 
culties in finding suitable work on a large 
scale for great numbers of men. In time, 
many of men would “train on,’’ but 
the weekly wage bill would start from the 


vin Positive * asks whether the conditions 


that have prevailed in the speculative side 
of the buildi Begoy can last much longer; 
and if not, what is to become of the great 
number of men who have in recent years set 
up in business for themselves. Many of them 
will have difficulty in finding employment as 
craftsmen, where their history is known. A 
builder does not care to employ a man who 
may be thought to be awaiting a fresh oppor- 
tunity of setting up again, and perha 
cutting into his trade or connection. The 
best of them may, however, survive, even if 
they have to pick up again the tools as work- 
ing jobbing builders. If all that has been 
said of speculatively built houses is true, 
there will be for some considerable time 
much need for men capable of carrying out 
repair work. But that is something lying a 
little outside the subject of debate. 

It is unfortunate that this grave problem is 
in danger of becoming the prey of party 
politics, in which neither side can be induced 
to admit that the projects of the other have 
any merit. The international character of the 
problem presents the greatest difficulty of all, 
and an early solution is not to be expected.

EXHIBITION OF IRISH

The Dublin Horse Show has been a great 
success this year. The show is by no means 
confined to horses, but includes an exhibition 
of Irish industries on a considerable scale.

n and white stand belonging to the Irish 
ospital Sweeps. Perhaps the most enter- 
ising exhibit is a large model of Sir Edwin 
utyens’s Liverpool Cathedral, constructed 

by Mr. John B. Thorpe, and shown by The 
Irish Independent newspaper. Mr. Oswald 
Reeves‘ shows some fine enamel work. The 
new Saorstat Hall of Industries demonstrates 
what strides are being made by various in- 
dustries in the Free State. The Carrigaline 
Potteries, in Co. Cork, exhibit some fine 
work, both in design and execution, in blue 
and green pottery, mixed with some inferior 
Trish Shamrock Style,’ which is apparently 
necessary to meet the demands of visitors! 
Messrs. Glorney show an array of new shades 
in concrete roofing tiles, which indicate that 
taste is improving and veering away from the 
iron oxide red which at one time held the 
field. One noted the advent of the Con- 
tinental café set in lawn, verandah and bal- 
cony round the bandstand marquee. 

Although the grounds cover fifty acres, the 
director states that further accommodation is 
needed and that it will have to be in the 
upward direction.

Four Acres per Cottage. 

Sm,—In 1588, during the reign of Eliza- 
beth, an Act was passed making it illegal 
to erect and/or “‘ maintain "’ a cottage with- 
out ‘‘ laying four acres of land thereto.’’ The 
penalty, which could be imposed by Justices 
of Assize, was £10. (In those spacious days 
£10 was rather more spaci than it is to- 
day.) The Act further provided that persons 
allowing more than one family to live in a 
— were to be fined ten shillings per 
month, payable to the Lord of the Leet 
(Manor). Under the Act, however, there 
were certain exceptions—for instance, cot- 
tages for shepherds and foresters. 

is Act was not from the first a dead 
letter: it was effective. In 1622 at Herts 
Assizes, a man was prosecuted for ‘ continu- 
ing a tenement or cotiage without the Stata- 
tory four acres of land to be occupied there- 
with ’’; in 1643 a man was indicted ‘“‘ for 
setting up a cottage without laying four 
acres of freehold land to the same.’’ There 
are other instances. 

The Act was repealed in 1775 (xv. George 
III c. 32), and more’s the pity. If the pro- 
vision concerning one family house was 
sane enough in 1588, how much more is it so 
to-day? Surely some part of the spirit, or 
even the letter, of the Act should be re- 
placed on the Statute book and thus prohibit 
building in such quantities and of such 
qualities as only to substitute future slums 
for present slums?

Sm,—The paper prepared for the Inter- 
national Town Planning Congress by Mr. 
Dower, in collaboration with many of the 
leading thinkers on the subject, I regard as 
an important document. To have regard to 
national needs; to restrict building here and 
encourage it there; whether houses, factories 
or warehouses are in question; to occupy 
them where they are vacant; to select suit- 
able places for new development; to have 
regard to all the factors existing or needed 
to make self-sufficient centres; all these are 
the objects which appear to be indicated as 
the next stages in the process. But there can 
be no mistaking the nature of the process; 
it is an ever-widening sphere of government 
activity, whether national or local. 

The paper suggests the creation of an 
ad hoc committee to deal with these 
tions and with the whole question of hous- 
ing and all its correlated questions. There 
is no objection to this except that it d 
be done under the egis of the Ministry of 
Health as a purely departmental branch, con- 
trolling and co-ordinating the activities of 
local authorities. oe

A REVIEW OF DESIGNS.

Kendal is a small, unassuming town of some 
14,000 inhabitants, with narrow streets and 
matter-of-fact buildings of local rubble lime- 
stone, roofed, at a low pitch, with 
green Westmorland And yet, in spite 
of its smallness, it is by far the largest and 
the most important town in the county of 
Westmorland. So, when the council of that 
county elects to build its headquarters in that 
town, it expects an adequate, unostentatious 
home, built in the local tradition with local 
materials. 

The site isa one, slightly removed from 
the centre of town, but on to a main 
traffic road running north-west to Wi 
and the Lake District. From this road the 
site falls gently away to the River Kent,

The council chamber is cen- 
trally placed with a courtyard in front and 
behind it. This arrangement, which allows 
for good lighting in the corridors, cuts off 
direct access between the main entrance and 
the. council chamber, and suffers thereby. 
The committee rooms are placed centrally in 
the south-east wing overlooking a members’ 
terrace and separated from the council 
chamber by the main corridor, which has 
been widened to serve as an anteroom. The 
main entrance occurs under the Brougham 
staircase. This should invite one to some- 
thing beyond, instead of which the main 
corridor branches to the left and right. The 
columned entrance, with wrought-iron bal- 
cony over and a high staircase window above, 
creates a pleasant central feature. 

No. 63, the third premiated design (by 
Messrs. Bradshaw Gass and Hope, 
FF.R.LB.A.), is by the authors of the com- 

ted building for the Provincial Insurance 

pany in Kendal, a fine virile pi of 
work. Notable similarities occur ween 
the two compositions: note the ground-floor 
windows set in semi-circular headed recesses.

No. 21 (commended—by Messrs. Silcock 
and Thearle) is a most attractive design, 
boldly simple with regard to both the elcvs- 
tions and the planning. The drawings are 
delightfully produced, with no unnecessary 
labour expended on them 

The Stricklandgate front is symmetrical, 
with double doors in the centre, flanked by 
columns supporting a curved balcony, with 
high staircase window above. Three sets of 
oolqpeced windows on each side of this 
main feature complete this front. The walls 
are carried up and finished with a plain 

ing. A ly pitched roof springs up 
behind. A el turret is centrally placed 
on the fi The council chamber suite is 
satisfactorily placed: a library projecting 
beyond the main face makes a pleasant river 
frontage, and there is room for a wing ex- 
tending on each side of this should future 
extensions be required. An amusing feature 
of this design occurs on the south-east eleva- 
tion, where nine evenly spaced windows on 
the first floor occur over eight also evenly 
spaced on the ground floor. 

The five designs mentioned above have been 
specially selected by the assessor. Of the 
eighty-eight designs submitted the majority 
are of high quality, and a very large number 
follow fairly closely on the lines of the 
selected drawings. If in the remarks which 
follow certain » Bei are selected, it is not 
necessarily either for their merits or for their 
demerits, but because they illustrate some 
fresh point not common to the other designs. 

No. 24 (by Mr. Ernest Robson, of Penrith) 
shows a fine set of drawings, which must 
have cost an enormous amount of time. Bat 
the scheme is too pretentious, elthough the 
poor  peeraaa! comes off badly. It is priced at 


£87,689.

ADELPHI ESTATE 
REBUILDING 


Tue first stage in the rede nt of the 
central portion of the Adelphi Estate will 
be begun next year when the demolition 
of the existing buildings is to be started. 
The owners of the estate, represented by 
a Farebrother, Ellis and Co., have 
entered into an agreement for a bailding lease 
with Mr. George Ge>, of stig Gee, 
Walker and Slater, Ltd., on behalf of a com- 
pany proposing to develop the estate. The 
area affected is bounded by John-street on 
the north, Robert-street on the west, Adam- 
street on the east, and Victoria Embankment 
Gardens on the south. The development of 
the site is governed by the isions of the 
Adelphi Estate Act, 1933, which enacts that 
a new street, 40 ft. wide, is to be constructed 
following the course of, or el to, 
Adelphi-terrace. The demolition will involve 
the removal of the terrace and other buildin 
on the site and the arches and vaults. No 
definite decision has yet been reached regard- 
ing the new buildings to be erected, but 
various plans are now under consideration.

Act makes easier the fuller use of the Hous- 
ing (Rural Workers) Acts, and to urge their 
fuller use; and (c) to emphasise to all con- 
cerned the im nce of the main purpose 
of the Act—that is, the abolition of over- 
crowding. 

The passing of the Act, it is stated, opens 
the attack upon the evil of overcrowding. 
The provision of new houses by private enter- 
prise and otherwise is proceeding satisfac. 
torily; the local authorities who have slums 
to replace are well advanced in the five-year 
campaign, and the new’Act provides weapons 
for the elimination of overcrowding. 

The Minister is already engaged in dis- 
eussing with the Associations of Local Autho- 
rities the most convenient methods of execut- 
ing the new duties of local authorities under 
the Act, and he has in preparation a series of 
memoranda dealing inter alia with (1) the 
new duties imposed on local authorities; (2) 
the new financial arrangements which the Act 
makes; and (3) the new provision made for 
redevelopment and for reconditioning work. 
The Minister hopes that these memoranda 
will be ready shortly for the consideration of 
local authorities. 

In the meantime he desires to emphasise 
the importance of the new work which has 
to be undertaken and the necessity that every 
member of a local authority and every officer 
who is concerned should be considering the 
problem as it affects his area. He is pre- 
pared, where local authorities are in a posi- 
tion to proceed to action under the Act forth- 
with, whether by commencing the erection of 
houses required to abate overcrowding or 
otherwise, to give, without awaiting the 
general issue of the proposed memoranda, any 
assistance in his power. 

It is, however, important that, pending the 
issue of these memoranda, local authorities 
should be aware of the alterations made in 
the existing law, notably in regard to proce- 
dure with clearance areas and to the compen- 
sation payable to the owners of houses con- 
pce op as unfit, which come into immediate 
operation, and the Minister has therefore 
issued (1) a memorandum containing a de- 
scription of these changes with certain sug- 
gestions as to the action which the local 
authority should take; (2) a memorandum 
dealing with changes similarly made in re- 
gard to the operation ef the Housing (Rural 
Workers) Acts, 1926 and 1931. 

The alterations of the Act of 1930 involve 
certain alterations of the forms prescribed for 
use under that Act. Provisional Regulations 
prescribing those forms, inter alia, have been 
made and will very shortly be obtainable 
through the usual channels.

The structural concrete decks are covered 
with waterproofing media, either natural 
rock asphalt or “‘ Durolife,”” as the various 
positions demand, and are finally surfaced 
with coloured granolithic paving pre-cast and 
in situ, suitably divided into squares, and of a 
total thickness of 3, in. to obviate crack- 
ing and curling. 

¢@ whole of the framework has been 
covered with ceramic of a warm stone colour, 
suitably relieved by carefully graded coloured 
structural members, ranging from a black base 
to a Chinese-blue bandstand roof, whilst a 
coloured mosaic band links together all the 
lines of columns. 

A feature has been made of the lighting 
equipment, trough fascia lighting running 
the whole way round the scheme behind 
panels of copper glazing with coloured opales- 
cent glass, which has the added advantage 
of being equally attractive during the day- 
light hours. The middle parade shelter is 
equipped with “ super-silent ” electrical ex- 
tract ventilation plant, which provides six 
changes of air per hoar. 

Great care has been taken throughout to 
harmonise the structure as far as Tossible 
with the surroundings, such colours as have

LIVERPOOL UNIVERSITY “SUMMER 
SCHOOL.” 


We conclude below our reports of lectures 
given recently at the Summer School of the 
Liverpool University School of Architecture, 
Fo, esa by Professor Lionel B. Budden.

STANDARDISATION: THE PROBLEM OF 
INDUSTRIALISED HOUSING. 

A ee ee ee ts 
E. Maxwell Fry, A.R.I.B.A. Most units of 
production, he said, tended towards a — 
degree of standardisation as they 
gradually more and more industrialised. The 
building industry employed a many of 
these forms or units, and employed them in 
various intricate, sometimes irregular, and 
generally very personal ways. So that the 
building industry, while employing machi- 
nery and many standardi units, itself 
resisted incorporation in any standard 
system. 

The architect was usually an individualist, 
mentally linked to a greater or lesser ee 
with the architecture of the ; and in 
addition to this his buildings were subject 
to all manner of outside controls. If we 
excepted for a moment the question of the 
architect and his training, then the domi- 
nant issue was certainly this one of “‘ con- 
trols.” In order to see how far our archi- 
tectural system was from real industrialisa- 
tion, compare it with a fully industrialised 
product like the motorcar. 

The future of the mass-produced car was 
controlled from the ye. ar get by sales; and 
these, by means of market research, could be 
estimated and classified into t; uch as 
the family car, 8 car, high-powered 
touring cars, etc. Output was governed by 
market research estimates; that was to say, 
the manufacturer, when working out the 
cost of the mass production of his cars, esti- 
mated the consumption required, and then 
concentrated his forces of invention, design, 
manipulation, etc., on a few popular models. 
And he was reasonably certain of his sales. 
Few motor-cars were made entirely in one 
factory. The big factory was rather an 
assembly centre for the products of a ring 
of specialist factories, each of which made 
part of the car. But note that even the 
specialist factories depended on the central 
factory, and therefore on the success of the 
sales of model cars. Ultimately they all de- 
pended on the accuracy of the market re- 
search and forecast. 

Now, to what extent was the case of 
housing analogous? As far as working-class 
housing was concerned, it was easier to esti- 
mate the market, or probable utilisation, 
than that of motor-cars. Houses were always 
a necessity—motor-cars seldom. But on the 
other hand, houses were not mobile; they 
could not move out of a factory on their 
own four wheels. They were rooted to the 
earth and dependent on all the varied ser- 
vices which that fact implied: drainage, 
water supply, electricity, gas, approach 
roads, and so forth. In other words, they 
must be planned. 

What took the place, then, of market research 
on & commercial basis, were different types 
of controls; political, social, bureaucratic, 
local industry, local government, local cus- 
toms—all affected housing and the plans for 
houses. But industrialised housing meant. 
'n the wide sense of the term, standardised 
anning and long-term planned production, 
id these were obviously impossible without 
vrogramme free from political interference. 
his fact was of major importance. 
if it were ever made ible for towns 
such as Liverpool, Mane , Leeds, and 
“ndon to combine on a five-year or a ten- 
var plan for industrialised housing, what 
would be the process embarked on? First of 
the creation of a Central Planning Board, 
‘or the working ont of standard parts (win- 
‘ws, door-frames, floor systems, kitchens, 
“throoms, refuse chutes, lighting, heating, 
\entilation), and for, laying down main de- 
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nae 


velopment lines. And in order to be certain 
ores Fo Paine recommending the right type of

degree technical efficiency—they would 
first have to arrive at certain major prin- 
ciples of type-planning. Within those general 
principles it could then concentrate on stan- 
dard unit and standard machinery, ve 
much as a standard car model was Wiha 6 

The specialist factories which supplied the 
parts could then work on a long-term pro- 
gramme, lay down new plant for the pur- 
pose, spread their production over a given 
period, and be to a great extent commer- 
cially secure. The gain was obvious, but the 
grees of achievement was still distant. 
The trouble was that, architecturally speak- 
ing, we were still at loggerheads. There was 
not yet sufficient consensus of opinion on the 
essential elements of re-urbanisation to 
warrant a further large-scale industrialisa- 
tion of housing. The next step to be taken, 
therefore, was in the direction of solving the 
social, technical and formal problems of re- 
development. That was the most important 
study for us to-day. It was useless to think 
of mass production until we had something 
worth producing. 


HOUSING AND RE-HOUSING. 


Mr. L. H. Keay, O.B.E., M.Arch., 
F.R.LB.A., Director of Housing for the City 
of- Liverpool, in the course of a paper on 
this subject, said there were some who be- 
lieved that the work of local authorities com- 
pared most favourably with the speculative 
efforts of private enterprise, and though it 
might be traditional rather than original, it 
was at least restful. But whether the great 
schemes of the future were carried out by 
local authorities or by public utility societies, 
it was essential that a close study of the 
whole subject of housing and re-housing 
should be made by members of the architec- 
tural profession. 

We were to-day about to open up another 
and, perhaps, the final chapter of housing, 
for within a few weeks we should be armed 
with the powers of a new Housing Bill. Since 
the War, legislation had given financial 
assistance to overcome the shortage arising 
from non-productive years, to clear the un- 
healthy areas in our towns; and now this 
further Bill awaited the approval of Parlia- 
ment. This last measure aimed at the relief 
of overcrowding and its subsequent preven- 
tion in the de-crowded areas, and also gave 
powers to local authorities to re-plan and re- 
develop the older areas of their towns. Thus 
it would now be possible to deal with the 
whole problem of housing and at the same 
time to give practical effect to the town 
planning of many built-up areas. 


Working-class Estates. 

It was not until after the passing of the 
Housing Act, 1930, that any strenuous 
attempt was made towards the clearance of 
the slums. Local authorities had been almost 
entirely engaged on the building of houses to 
relieve the acute shortage of pre- and early 
post-War years. A house, even if it was a 
slum house, was deemed better than no house 
at all, and so it was not unnatural that the 
greater effort should be made in the develop- 
ment of new estates on the outskirts of our 
towns. To relieve overcrowding this de- 
velopment would no doubt be repeated in 
many instances, but in the larger towns the 
re-development of the older residential areas 
must fall for consideration. He would deal 
first of all with the development of a new 
working-class estate. He used that unfortu- 
nate term, the definition of which had defied 
most authorities, because it was referred to 
in the Housing Acts, and not because it was 
deemed wise to restrict large-sezle develop- 
ment to the accommodation of that particular 
class of society. :

This last was an essential qualification for the 
more important types of group work to be 
undertaken later on. A many members 
of the profession would be a deal more useful 
and less cantankerous if they had had some 
training in group work in their school days. 
The second type of group practice was one 
which was way important to us here and 
now. He referred to the type of practice in 
which the members of the group, all with 
their different qualifications, worked together 
to create a plan or a standard, or to carry 
through a big piece of organisation. 
foresaw a steady migration of architects in 
the next few decades from the difficult terri- 
tory of private practice to the more promising 
field of group work, whether professional, 
educational, municipal, industrial or Govern- 
mental. An architect in a group was very 
often more useful to the community than an 
architect solo. And there were an enormous 
number of people with whom he would come 
into contact—in the first place with town- 
planners, then with sculptors, painters and 
artists generally, then with industrialists and 
lawyers, with sociologists and statisticians, 
with various technicians, geographers, 
geologists, chemists and engineers. It was 
an amazing extension of his powers.

There was also a third type of group work, 
which necessitated a far larger background of 
theory. He referred to that difficult kind of 
yroup which was composed of people with the 
same qualifications and in which the process 
of work was dialectical. A certain course or 
thesis was proposed, arguments against it 
were searched for and opposed to it, and out 
of discussion and struggle emerged a synthesis 
which represented the resolution of forces.

Chester and Others v. British Brick and Tile 


: Coperaren, Ltd. 

This was an action by Messrs. H. T. L. & 
P. R. Chester, all of Marston Park Farm, 
Marston, Moretaine, Beds, against the British 
Brick and Tile Corporation, Lid., of Avenue 
House, Bedford-row, W.C., for specific per- 
formance of a contract contained in letters 
dated in October, 1933. 

The plaintiffs’ case was that the defendants 
had agreed to purchase from them at the 
price of £12,000 a freehold farm and lands 
at Marston Park. It was stated that the 
farm comprised about 334 acres, and despite 
repeated requests to do sa the defendants 
failed to complete the contract. There was 
originally another defendant to the action, a 
Mr. Arthur Ferris, who was said to have

the soffit of the stone arch to fireplace. 


Observation of the smoke shows that what

curls down, as indicated, and creeps out 
under the arch lintol, there not being suffi- 
cient draaght under the arch lintol to retain 
it in the cone over the fireplace. 

Once the smoke reaches the 14 in. by 9 in. 
fiue it is cleared by a good up-draught, and 
there is no sign of a down-draught in the 
14 in. by 9in flue, the trouble appearing to 
occur entirely in the cone over the fireplace. 
Reducing the height of the cone has not been 
successful, and although various arrange- 
ments have improved the situation it has not 
been possible to find an effective cure. 

If any of your readers have experienced a 
similar trouble and can make any suggestions 
for a cure, we shall be very grateful, i 
in mind that it is desired to retain the large 
floor area of the fireplace, so as to be able 
to burn really large wood logs.

that what is satisfactory from such 2 point of 
view may not be satisfactory from the stand- 
point of open-spaces demanded by the by-laws, 
(See Figures Nos. 4 and 65.) the 
case of (ii) a green-house, if built of 
timber and glass, and although it has no heat- 
ing apparatus using fuel or gas and is more 
than a thousand cubic feet in extent, then it 
must be at least ten feet away from a non- 
exempted building.

We now come to (3), which is the usual 
type of garage for the usual type of dwelling. 
The exemption is primarily granted (i) to a 
garage which has a floor area of not more 
than 300 square feet. An example would be 
a garage 20 feet long and 15 feet wide, which 
is sufficient for two cars, or for a combined 
garage and tool-shed. The second condition 
of exemption (ii) has to do with its fire-resist- 
ing qualities, and two alternatives are given. 

‘(a)’ The walls and floor are constructed 
of incombustible material, and the roof is 
covered with incombustible or fire-resisting 
material, An example of this would be a 
building with a floor of concrete, walls of 
brick and a roof covered with slates, tiles, 
corrugated iron, or asbestos sheets. In such 
a case the ten feet detachment is not de- 
manded and the building can be attached to 
the house. (See Figure No. 7, position “‘A.’’) 

“* (b) ’’ Here we have a further sub-division 
which resolves itself into two kinds of detach- 
ment. If the building is a combustible struc- 
ture such as wood, it must be ten feet away 
from a non-exempted building. A wood- 
framed building may be covered with wood, 
which is combustible material, or it can be 
covered with slates, corrugated iron or 
asbestos sheets, which are not combustible. 

If it is covered with incombustible material, 
then this ten feet distance from a non- 
exempted building is sufficient. (See Figure 
No. 7, alternative position ‘‘B.’’) If not, 
then a further precaution is stipulated. This 
is to the effect that it must be also distant to 
the extent of ten feet from the boundary of 
any adjoining lands or premises not being 
a building. (See Figure No. 7, alternative 
position “C."’) It is further necessary that 
this type of garage shall not contain a heat- 
ing apparatus which uses fuel or gas. This 
safeguards the owner of the adjoining site, 
for by this arrangement he can build up to
